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DETAILED ACTION 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicants 
submission filed on 7/8/09 has been entered MPEP 7.42.04. 

Status of Claims 

2. Claims 1-24, 26-28, 30, 33-34, 36-39, 42, 44-49, 52-56, 58, 61 and 68 are canceled. 
Claims 29 and 31 have been amended. 

Claims 25, 29, 31-32, 35, 40-41, 43, 50-51, 57, and 59-60, 62-67, and 69-72 are pending. 
Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The Information Disclosure Statement filed on 7/8/09 has been reviewed and a signed copy 
of the same is attached to this action. 

4. In view of amendment to the claims and arguments of record, the written description and scope of 
enablement rejections under 35 U.5.C. 112, first paragraph of claims 29, 31 , 50-51 , 57, 59, 62-63, 65-66 
and 68-72 are withdrawn. 

5. The instant claims define a novel recombinant polypeptide comprising the 758 amino acid 
sequence, SEQ.ID.NO: 2, said polypeptide comprises immunogenic fragments of 15 or 20 or more 
contiguous amino acids of SEQ.ID.NO: 2 from Neisseria meningitidis (meningococcus) a Gram-negative 
bacterium. The BASB082 gene of N. meningitidis strain ATCC 13090 encodes BASB082 polypeptide, 
SEQ ID NO: 2 The instant polypeptide has been shown to bind to sera obtained from patients infected 
with various clinical isolates of Neisseria meningitidis and is useful for diagnostic assays for detecting the 
infection caused by various clinical strains of Neisseria meningitidis. 

Remarks
